All 
of these sources, he noted, were unsatisfactory in improving 
the problem of Police Brutality in the City of Newark. He 
suggested to these sources that the City have a Police=Citizens 
Advisory Committee. This was met unfavorably by the Police 
Officials. The United States Commisg#ion on Civil Rights open 
their hearings on 9/11,12 and Inspector Leahy possibly will 

bê called on to téstify as to his negative behavior toward the 
CURE representatives. 


There was a brief report of active and associate membership 
of Newark- Essex CURL. 


A debate followed as to whether or not there should be an office 
of Youth Chairman exist on the Board of Officers. This office 
was finally voted against.
